WASHINGTON (AP) — Gen. 
William C. Westmoreland de­ 
clared today the United States 
is about to enter a new p hase of 
the Vietnam war in which “the 
end beg ins to come into view.” 
Westmoreland, commander of 
U.S. forces in Vietnam, p redict­ 
ed no targ et date for the end 
of the conflict, but he said al­ 
ready “ the enemy ’s hop es are 
bankrup t.”

64 Killed in 3rd Jet Crash in 2 Years at Cincinnati 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - A 
team of federal investigators 
went to work today trying to de­ 
termine why a TWA jet passen­ 
ger plane crashed while ap­ 
proaching the Greater Cincin­ 
nati Airport Monday night, ap­ 
parently killing 64 of 82 persons 
aboard, 
“We counted up all our pas­ 


sengers again, and now find 
there were 75 passengers and 
seven 
crew 
members,” 
said 
TWA District Manager A. B. 
Krueger. “There are 18 survi­ 
vors.” 
“That leaves 64 persons not 
accounted for. I don’t want to 
say they are all dead, but I 
don’t have much hope for find­ 


ing any more survivors,” Krue­ 
ger added. 
Six of the survivors were re­ 
ported in serious or critical con­ 
dition in various area hospitals.

rushed to St. Elizabeth Hospital 
in Covington, Ky. Two-thirds of

TEL AVIV (AP) — Israeli jet 
fighter-bombers attacked Jorda­ 
nian positions on the east bank 
of the Jordan River today for 
the first time since the Arab-Is- 
raeli w ar in June. 
Jordan claimed two 
Israeli 
planes were shot down and said 
the pilot of the first one bailed 
out and was killed. It did not 
say how. 
Israel admitted the loss of one 
of its French Mysteres and said 
the pilot bailed out over Jorda­ 
nian territory'. 
The Israeli Army

At the U.N.,., despite a Soviet 
delay, informed sources said to­ 
day that the British Middle East 
peace plan is assured of approv­ 
al when the Security Council 
meets again Wednesday after­ 
noon. 
Soviet Deputy Foreign Minis­ 
ter Vasily V. 
Kuznetsov ob­ 
tained the 48-hour delay by in­ 
troducing a proposal containing 
some of the provisions of the 
British 
plan. 
But they were 
worded in such a way that the 
resolution was immediately la­ 
beled pro-Arab. 
The Soviet resolution emitted 
a key provision in three other 
pending proposals—the appoint­ 
ment of a special U.N. repre­ 
sentative to aid in peace efforts. 
Israeli Foreign Minister Abba 
Eban quickly rejected the So­ 
viet resolution as did the United 
States. Ambassador Arthur J. 
Goldberg said the plan lacked 
balance. Eban called it “back­ 
ward looking.”

In international trade relations, 
it 
might be said that a nation crosses the 
thresho ld of indu strial matu rity when it 
ceases to cop y the p rodu cts of other 
co untries and begins to design its own. 
Before reaching this p oint, howev er, 
fledgling indu strial emp ires hav e been 
no to rio usly 
lax on the su bject of p atent 
rig hts, p articu larly when they are of 
fo reig n origin. 
Jap an, p rior to Wo rld War II, was 
the 
recognized 
p irate 
of American 
g o o ds. Cheap imitations were made of 
a v ariety of 
items, 
inclu ding 
p ons, 
watches, 
clocks, 
cigarette 
lighters 
ca m era s and p ots. Inferior in qu ality 
and often cru dely made Jap anese cop ­ 
ies flooded markets at a fraction of the 
co st o f American o rig inals. 
No attemp t was made to change de­ 
signs in any way , ex cep t for slight v ar­ 
iatio ns in sp elling brand names. Thu s. 
Wateman. 
Paker and shaefer were 
Jap anese fou ntain p ens, ex act cop ies— 
ex cept for qu ality — of their American 
“nam esakes.” 
With the rebu ilding of Jap anese in­ 
du strial facilities after the war, u nder 


the watchfu l ey e of MacArthu r’s o ccu­ 
p ation forces, J apanese-desig ned pro d­ 
u cts began to make a strong impres­ 
sion in world markets. Its 
industries 
and commerce grew u p . 


Other u nderdev elop ed co untries are 
now 
u sing 
the 
rou te to 
industrial 
strength once taken by J apan. They 
are stealing desig ns o f inex pensiv e, 
fast-selling items, imitating 
the pro ­ 
du cts as cheap ly as p ossible 
and turn­ 
ing the ju nk loose in trade 
channels 
u nder the gu ise of better quality mer­ 
chandise from other lands. 
Ja p a n’s indu strial ex p ansion has set 
it u p as a p rime target for 
manufactur­ 
ing p iracy . Commu nist block co untries 
p ay no regard to p atent rig hts, and 
there are a nu mber of free natio ns o f 
the world which hav e not pro g ressed to 
the p oint of offering p rodu cts no t fo und 
in abu ndance elsewhere- If they wish to 
trav el the disrep u table p ath of 
piracy 
to achiev e a measu re of indu strial suc­ 
cess. there is little the remainder of the 
world can do ex cep t ban their p rod­ 
u cts.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Once 
banned as a theme fo r Ameri­ 
can films, ho mo sex uality lately 
has beco me a po pular subject 
fo r mo v ie makers. 
Sev eral films co ncerning ho ­ 
mo sex uality are in pro ductio n, 
and they are no t being made 
so lely by ex plo itatio n-film co m­ 
panies. Many are to pflig ht films, 
as ev idenced by the current 
Warner Bro thers - Sev en Arts 
release, “ Reflectio ns in a Go ld­ 
en Ey e.” 
The J o hn Husto n film, deriv ed 
fro m an early no v el o f Carso n 
McCullers, 
depicts 
Marlo n 
Brando as an Army o fficer who 
is a latent ho mo sex ual. He is 
married to Elizabeth Tay lo r but 
is mo re interested in a priv ate 
who enjo y s cav o rting nude in 
the fo rest. 
Such a situatio n wo uld hav e 
been banned under the self-cen­ 
so rship co de o f film czars Will 
Hay s and Eric J o hnsto n. The 
co de declared: 
‘‘Pictures shall no t inter that 
lo w fo rms o f sex relatio nship 
are the accepted o r co mmo n 
thing . Sex perv ersio n o r any 
inference o f it is fo rbidden.” 
Also banned were such wo rds as 
“ fairy .” “ nance” and “ pansy .” 
Such 
specifics 
were 
swept 
away with the new pro ductio n 
co de, pro mo ted by J ack Valenti 
as o ne o f the first acts in his 
po st as president o f the Mo tio n 
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Pictu re Association. The p rov i­ 
sion now states* 
“ Illicit sex relationship s shall 
not be ju stified. Restraint and 
care shall be ex ercised in p res­ 
entations dealing with sex aber­ 
rations.” 
It was u nder the new code 
that su ch a film as “ Reflections 
in a Golden Ey e” cou ld achiev e 
a seal of accep tability —with the 
p rov isions 
“recommended 
for 
matu re au diences.” Actu ally the 
homosex u al theme has been in­ 
jected into sev eral films in re­ 
cent y ears, thou gh not in su ch 
ex p licit terms. 
In 196 1, William Wy ler re­ 
made “The Children’s Hou r,” 
which he had filmed as “These 
Three” in 1936 with no reference 
to the Lesbian theme of th Lil­ 
lian Heilman p lay . The second 
v ersion p 
o r t r a y e d Shirley 
MacLaine’s affection for Au drey 
Hep bu rn. The film was not a 
su ccess. 
Eu rop ean film makers hav e 
been u nrestrained by p rodu ction 
codes, and they hav e long dealt 
with 
homosex u ality 
in 
su ch 
films as “La Dolce Vita.” “A 
Taste of Honey ” au d two fea­ 
tu res abou t Oscar Wilde. The 
u ndergrou nd 
mov ie 
makers 
hav e p ou red forth a flood of 
homosex u al films. 
Su ch influ ences, p lu s the lib­ 
eralized morality of these times, 
hav e p romp ted Holly wood film 
makers to seek franker treat­ 
ment of homosex u ality . “The 
Fox ” p romises to be one of the 
most 
ou tsp oken 
of the 
new 
films. The 
Warner 
Brothers- 
Sev en Arts release featu res San­ 
dy Dennis as a girl in lov e with 
Anne Hey wood. One scene fea­ 
tu res a kiss between the p air. 
In 
their 
search 
for 
new; 
themes to treat on the screen, 
the film stu dios may be ov er­ 
looking one qu estion: Will ho­ 
mosex u al su bjects sell to the 
mass au dience? 
Whereas 
u ndergrou nd 
films 
abou t homosex u als hav e p ros­ 
p ered in New York, San F ran­ 
cisco and Holly wood, their box - 
office ap p eal has p rov ed negligi­ 
ble in most other cities. 
The p rodu cers are faced by a 
hard economic fact: Homosex ­ 
u al films offer no chance to re­ 
cov er costs by sales to telev i­ 
sion, at least not u nder p resent 
standards of broadcasting. That 
may p rov e to be the biggest de­ 
terrent against any large ou t­ 
break of homosex u al su bjects.

“ is the indu stry that disdains 
su ccess. 
If sighs that rising 
sales mean falling qu ality .”

Can y ou ex p lain what went 
wrong du ring a p regnancy if a 
child is born as a “ blu e baby ?” 
There 
are 
many different 
ty p es of heart abnormalities p re­ 
sent at the time a child is born. 
These congenital malformations 
sometimes are based on tox ic 
dru gs or German measles du r­ 
ing p regnancy . In many 
in- 
tances the cau se is entirely u n-- 
known. Fortu nately , they are 
rare. 
As the heart dev elop s in the 
embry o some slight interference 
in normal growth may p rodu ce 
one or more heart defects. One 
condition, known as p atent du c­ 
tu s arteriosu s, 
is du e 
to the 
fafct that a blood v essel remains 
op en at birth when 
it shou ld 
hav e been closed while the baby 
was growing in 
the mother’s 
womb. 
A blood v essel ru ns between 
the aorta, 
the 
largest artery 
leading from the heart, and the 
p u lmonary artery which carries 
blood to the lu ngs. Du ring the 
dev elop mental 
p rocess 
before 
birth this artery is v ery 
im­ 
p ortant becau se the child does 
not breathe while it lies 
in a 
bed of flu id 
in 
the mother’s 
womb. When the child is bom 
this v essel, or du ctu s arteriosu s, 
closes off within the first 
few 
month of life. 
Modern day su rgery 
is re­ 
markably effectiv e 
in 
closing 
off this blood v essel and reliev ­ 
ing 
the child 
of the difficu lt 
p roblems of breathing. 
The “blu e baby ” abnormality 
is 
of 
a different kind. 
It is 
sometimes called the tetralogy 
of Fallot. The blu e ap p earance 
of the baby is du e to the fact 
that the circu lating blood does 
not hav e su fficient ox y gen 
t o 
giv e the child 
the no r m a l , 
healthy red color. 
Op en 
heart su rgery has de­ 
v elop ed many brilliant techni­ 
qu es for this and other congen­ 
ital heart conditions. The 
blue 
baby op eration has 
been p er­ 
formed many hu ndreds of times 
with remarkable su ccess. Chil­ 
dren who might otherwise 
hav e 
been destined to total incap aci­ 
tation 
are 
now 
retu rned 
to 
health and are able to take p art 
in all activ ities. 
Still another heart abnormal­ 
ity , called p u lmoni stenosis, is 
cau sed by a marked narrowing 
of the 
arteries 
which 
bring 
blood to 
the lu ngs from 
t h e 
heart. This defect can also be 
corrected becau se of the 
r e- 
markable heart - lu ng machine 
which continu es to p u mp blood 
throu gh the body while the co n­ 
striction, or narrowing, of the 
artery is su rgically released. 
Another birth abnormality of 
the heart is called coarctation 
of the aorta. As I hav e ex p lain­ 
ed, the aorta is the largest art­ 
ery in the body and leads 
o ff 
directly from the heart. 
A 
narrowing 
of this 
large 


v e s s e l necessarily interferes 
with the p rop er 
blood 
su p p ly 
to the rest of the body . S u c h 
cases are dramatically help ed 
by u sing 
the heart-lu ng 
ma­ 
chine du ring this highly techni­ 
cal and delicate op eration. 
Sometimes a graft of an art­ 
ery is u sed to rep lace the nar­ 
rowed aorta. When the narrow­ 
ing is v ery ex tensiv e a dacron 
sleev e is u sed to rep lace 
t h e 
narrowed p ortion of the artery . 
Those of u s 
in the p ractice 
of 
medicine 
for a long 
time 
hav e witnessed with sheer joy 
these magnificent contribu tions 
to 
children, 
v irtu ally 
giv ing 
them 
a rebirth and 
a normal 
life ex p ectancy . 
I wou ld like here to interject 
a thou ght that may bring some 
gentle 
assu rance to 
mothers 
who chastise themselv es 
be­ 
cau se they hav e giv en birth to 
a “ blu e baby .” the false notion 
that “they did s o m e t h i n g 
wrong,” before or du ring p reg­ 
nancy , and that they were being 
p u nished serv es to ex hau st the 
mother’s energy that can better 
be directed to the p hy sical and 
emotional growth of the baby .

condu ct of the fighting in the 
larger enclav e that is

Vietnam were all marked “Sec­ 
ret.” Since the enemy knows 
most of the facts that were p re­ 
sented in the briefings, Ju dd 
say s the secrecy bu siness only

Minh to sp read the hip p y 
v er­ 
sion of the war that is cu rrent 
in the U.S. A g o o d nation-wide 
TV rep ort to the American p eo­ 
p le, tap ed in Vietnam by Am­ 
bassador Bu nker and the mili­ 
tary men who p rep are the es­ 
timates, wou ld, in Ju dd’s op in­ 
ion, do more to close the cred­ 
ibility gap than any nu mber 
of ex hortations by LBJ. 
Ju dd say s there are at least 
sev en areas in which the war 
is going far better than 
t h e 
citizens at home hav e 
b e e n 
led to believ e. 
1. The Sou th Vietnamese, con­ 
trary to the hip p y v ersion 
of 
things, are doing their share of 
the fighting. In 1966 and the first 
three monthu of 1967 the Sou th 


Vietnamese 
su stained 
12.000 
deaths in military op erations. 
The French nev er su p p lied the 
Sou th Vietnamese with officer 
training, bu t now, at last, they 
are getting a good officer corp s. 
2. The bu ddhist threat to the 
Saigon gov ernment has

deflated. W h e n 
Thieh Tri Qu ang tried to rev iv e

6. North Vietnamese

cap tu red in Sou th Vietnam show 
a great lack of resolv e. They 
say they don’t ex p ect 
to

home, ev er. 
7. The morale in certain 
of 
the Sou th Vietnamese chu rches 
is so good that they are p lan­ 
ning for the day when they can 
reop en their old chu rch 
affil­ 
iates in the North. 
This is the Ju dd list of hop e­ 
fu l p ortents. Against this, 
the 


sole hop e of Ho Chi Minh 
is 
that the U.S. home front 
will 
disintegrate. It is time, 
say s 
Ju dd, that the American p eop le 
were tru sted with what the gov ­ 
ernment knows abou t Vietnam 
“ as the British were tru sted by 
Chu rchill in their 
tou g h e s t 
trials.” And it is also time for 
Ly ndon Johnson to stop harp ­ 
ing on his willingness to nego­ 
tiate; 
"ou r zeal for p eace” , 
Ju dd say s, “redu ces ou r chanc­ 
es of getting it.”

Product Piracy 


In international trade relations, it 
might be said that a nation crosses the 
threshold of industrial maturity when it 
ceases to copy the products of other 
countries and begins to design its own. 
Before reaching this point, however, 
fledgling industrial empires have been 
notoriously lax on the subject of patent 
rights, particularly when they are of 
foreign origin. 
Japan, prior to World War II, was 
the 
recognized pirate of American 
goods. Cheap imitations were made of 
a variety of items, 
including 
pons, 
watches, 
clocks, 
cigarette 
lighters 
cam eras and pots. Inferior in quality 
and often crudely made Japanese cop­ 
ies flooded markets at a fraction of the 
cost of American originals. 
No attempt was made to change de­ 
signs in any way, except for slight var­ 
iations in spelling brand names. Thus. 
Wateman. Faker and shaefer were 
Japanese fountain pens, exact copies— 
except for quality — of their American 
“namesakes.” 
With the rebuilding of Japanese in­ 
dustrial facilities after the war, under 


the watchful eye of MacArthur’s occu­ 
pation forces, Japanese-designed prod­ 
ucts began to make a strong impres­ 
sion in world markets. Its industries 
and commerce grew up. 
Other underdeveloped countries are 
now 
using 
the 
route 
to 
industrial 
strength once taken by Japan. They 
are stealing designs of inexpensive, 
fast-selling items, imitating the pro­ 
ducts as cheaply as possible and turn­ 
ing the junk loose in trade channels 
under the guise of better quality mer­ 
chandise from other lands. 
Japan’s industrial expansion has set 
it up as a prime target for manufactur­ 
ing piracy. Communist block countries 
pay no regard to patent rights, and 
there are a number of free nations of 
the world which have not progressed to 
the point of offering products not found 
in abundance elsewhere. If they wish to 
travel the disreputable path of piracy 
to achieve a measure of industrial suc­ 
cess. there is little the remainder of the 
world can do except ban their prod­ 
ucts.

To achieve that goal, a good 
C hristm as season is essential, 
and so all the “ coffee table non- 
books,” the big, arty editions 
with artlessly big prices, have 
been laid on display counters 
with care. 
No m atter that next spring 
these oversize volumes, shop­ 
worn and tattered, will be d ras­ 
tically m arked down or rem ain­ 
dered, that is, sold to wholesal­ 
ers. Their very presence now

Once Banned Theme

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Once 
banned as a theme for Ameri­ 
can films, hom osexuality lately 
has becom e a popular subject 
for movie m akers. 
Several films concerning ho­ 
m osexuality are in production, 
and they are not being made 
solely by exploitation-film com ­ 
panies. Many are topflight films, 
as evidenced 
by the current 
W arner Brothers - Seven Arts 
release, “ Reflections In a Gold­ 
en E ye.” 
The John Huston film, derived 
from an early novel of Carson 
McCullers, 
depicts 
Marlon 
Brando as an Army officer who 
is a latent homosexual. He is 
m arried to Elizabeth Taylor but 
is more interested in a private 
who enjoys cavorting nude in 
tile forest. 
Such a situation would have 
been banned under the self-cen­ 
sorship code of film czars Will 
Hays and Erie Johnston. The 
code declared: 
“ Pictures shall not inter that 
tow form s of sex relationship 
are the accepted or common 
thing. Sex perversion or any 
inference of it is forbidden.” 
Also banned were such words as 
“ fairy.” “ nance” and “ pansy.” 
Such 
specifics 
were 
swept 
away with the new production 
code, prom oted by Jack Valenti 
as one of the first acts in his 
post as president of the Motion 
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Picture Association. The provi­ 
sion now states- 
“ Illicit sex relationships shall 
not be justified. R estraint and 
care shall be exercised in pres­ 
entations dealing with sex aber­ 
rations.” 
It was under the new code 
that such a film as “ Reflections 
in a Golden Eye” could achieve 
a seal of acceptability—with the 
provisions 
“ recom m ended 
for 
m ature audiences.” Actually the 
hom osexual them e has been in­ 
jected into several films in re ­ 
cent years, though not in such 
explicit term s. 
In 1961, 
William 
W yler re ­ 
m ade “ The Children’s Hour,” 
which he had filmed as “ These 
T hree” in 1936 with no reference 
to the Lesbian them e of th Lil­ 
lian Heilman play. The second 
version p o r t r a y e d Shirley 
M acLaine’s affection for Audrey 
Hepburn. The film was not a 
success. 
European liim m akers have 
been unrestrained by production 
codes, and they have long dealt 
with 
homosexuality 
in 
such 
films as “ La Dolce V ita,” “ A 
Taste of Honey” and two fea­ 
tures about Oscar Wilde. The 
underground 
movie 
m akers 
have poured forth a flood of 
homosexual films. 
Such influences, plus the lib­ 
eralized m orality of these tim es, 
have prom pted Hollywood film 
m akers to seek franker tre a t­ 
m ent of homosexuality. 
"The 
Fox” prom ises to be one of the 
most 
outspoken 
of 
the 
new 
films. The 
W arner 
Brothers- 
Seven Arts release features San­ 
dy Dennis as a girl in love with 
Anne Heywood. One scene fea­ 
tures a kiss between the pair. 
In 
their 
search 
for 
new 
them es to treat on the screen, 
the film studios m ay be over­ 
looking one question: Will ho­ 
m osexual subjects sell to the 
m ass audience? 
W hereas 
underground 
films 
about homosexuals have pros­ 
pered in New York, San F ran ­ 
cisco and Hollywood, their box­ 
office appeal has proved negligi­ 
ble in most other cities. 
The producers are faced by a 
hard economic fact: Homosex­ 
ual films offer no chance to re ­ 
cover costs by sales to televi­ 
sion. at least not under present 
standards of broadcasting. That 
m ay prove to be the biggest de­ 
terrent against any large out­ 
break of homosexual subjects.

For the 
first time ever, in fact, some li­ 
brarians are free of oppressive 
budget problems. 
There m ay be some truth in 
this response about prices, for a 
lot of $7.95 books will be offered 
by discounters this season for 
$6.95, and book clubs m ay make 
even bigger price cuts, especial­ 
ly for the m ost expensive works. 
There is confidence in the in­ 
dustry, however, that the pric­ 
ing problem is not likely to ex- 
tinquish the powerful dem and 
that has thrust sales so high, 
nor that high prices will stop the 
alm ost inevitable 
increase in 
the num ber of works th at ap­ 
pear each year. 
Last year, for the first tim e in 
history, the industry published 
more than 30,000 titles. 
This 
year, through Septem ber, the 
figures are even higher, with 
20,192 titles added, 4.900 of them 
new editions of old works. 
Although these figures seem 
huge, they still do not include a 
great num ber of works th at sel­ 
dom get into the usual com m er­ 
cial channels, such as 2,901 U.S. 
Government 
publications 
and 
14.813 university theses. 
The biggest category of titles 
now being published and pur­ 
chased is socio-economics, re ­ 
flecting the fact more people 
arc going to school than ever 
before, 
and 
perhaps 
staying 
their longer also. 
Right behind socio-economics

than 2,117 titles 
already this 
year—science and religion, in 
that order. Travel books are far 
back but rising in num ber.

open at birth when 
it should 
have been closed while the baby 
was growing in 
the m other’s 
womb. 
A blood vessel runs between 
tile aorta, 
the 
largest artery 
leading from the heart, and the 
pulmonary artery which carries 
blood to the lungs. During 
the 
developmental 
process 
before 
birth this artery is very 
im­ 
portant because the child does 
not breathe while it lies 
in a 
bed of fluid 
in 
the m other’s 
womb. When the child is bora 
this vessel, or ductus arteriosus, 
closes off within the first 
few 
month of life. 
Modern day 
surgery 
is 
re­ 
m arkably effective 
in 
closing 
off this blood vessel and reliev­ 
ing 
the child 
of the difficult 
problems of breathing. 
The “ blue baby” abnormality 
is 
of 
a different kind. 
It 
is 
sometimes called the tetralogy 
of Fallot. The blue appearance 
of the baby is due to the fact 
that the circulating blood 
does 
not have sufficient oxygen 
t o 
give 
the child 
the n o r m a I, 
healthy red color. 
Open 
heart .surgery has de­ 
veloped m any brilliant techni­ 
ques for this and other congen­ 
ital heart conditions. The blue 
baby operation has 
been per­ 
formed many hundreds of times 
with rem arkable success. Chil­ 
dren who m ight otherwise have 
been destined to total incapaci­ 
tation 
arc 
now 
returned 
to 
health and are able to take part 
in all activities. 
Still another heart abnorm al­ 
ity, called pulmonl stenosis, is 
caused by a m arked narrowing 
of the 
arteries 
which 
bring 
blood to 
the lungs from 
t h e 
heart. This defect can also 
be 
corrected because of the 
r e* 
m arkable heart * lung m achine 
which continues to pump blood 
through the body while the con­ 
striction, «r narrowing, of the 
artery is surgically released. 
Another birth abnorm ality of 
the heart is called coarctation 
of the aorta. As I have explain­ 
ed, the aorta is the largest art­ 
ery in the body and leads off 
directly from the heart. 
A 
narrow ing 
of this 
large 


v e s s e l necessarily interferes 
with the proper 
blood 
supply 
to the rest of the body. S u c h 
cases are dram atically helped 
by using 
the heart-lung 
m a­ 
chine during this highly techni­ 
cal and delicate operation. 
Sometimes a graft of an art­ 
ery is used to replace the nar­ 
rowed aorta. When the narrow ­ 
ing is very extensive a dacron 
sleeve is used to replace 
t h e 
narrow ed portion of the artery. 
Those 
of us 
in the practice 
of 
m edicine 
for a long 
time 
have witnessed wfith sheer joy 
these m agnificent contributions 
to 
children, 
virtually 
giving 
them 
a rebirth and 
a norm al 
life expectancy. 
I would like here to interject 
a thought that may bring some 
gentle 
assurance 
to 
m others 
who chastise themselves 
be­ 
cause they have given birth to 
a “ blue baby.” the false notion 
that “ they did s o m e t h i n g 
wrong,” before or during preg­ 
nancy, and that they were being 
punished serves to exhaust ihe 
m other’s energy that can better 
be directed to the physical and 
emotional growth of the baby.

W alter Judd, the form er Con­ 
gressm an from Minnesota who 
was seriously mentioned as

Asia with a recom mendation to 
Lyndon Johnson that he 
give 
less concentrated attention 
to 
Vietnam and more attention to 
pulling the United States 
to­ 
gether. There is no danger 
of 
losing the w ar in Vietnam, he 
says, but we are in great dan­ 
ger of "losing the Am erican peo­ 
ple.” 
Judd’s opinions is one more 
to be added to those that dis­ 
count the doom-shouters who sec 
Hi Chi Minh and the Viet Cong 
winning in the field. First, there 
was the briefing General West­ 
m oreland’s staff gave to 
the 
SEATO representatives in Bang­ 
kok, then there was 
General 
Om ar B radley’s report after a 
lengthy visit to the fronts. Even 
General Gavin, 
the 
“ enclave 
theory” m an who would 
pre­ 
sum ably like to see us hole up 
in a sm all fortified area on the 
Vietnamese coast, couldn’t find 
much that was wrong with our 
conduct of the fighting in the 
larger enclave that is 
South 
Vietnam itself. 
The briefings Judd 
got 
in 
Vietnam were all m arked “ Sec­ 
re t.” Since the enemy knows 
most of the facts that were pre­ 
sented 
in the briefings, Judd 
says the secrecy business only 
succeeds in helping Ho 
C h i 
Minh to spread the hippy ver­ 
sion of the w ar th at is current 
in the U.S. A good nation-wide 
TV report to the Am erican peo­ 
ple, taped in Vietnam by Am­ 
bassador Bunker and the mili­ 
tary men who prepare the es­ 
tim ates, would, in Judd’s opin­ 
ion, do more to close the cred­ 
ibility 
gap than any num ber 
of exhortations by LBJ. 
Judd says there are at least 
seven areas in which the war 
is going far better than 
t h e 
citizens at home have 
b e e n 
led to believe. 
I. The South Vietnamese, con­ 
trary to the hippy version 
of 
things, are doing their share of 
the fighting. In 1966 and the first 
three month/! of 1967 the South 


Vietnamese 
sustained 
12,000 
deaths in m ilitary operations. 
The French never supplied the 
South Vietnamese with officer 
training, but now, at last, they 
are getting a good officer corps. 
2. The buddhist threat to tile 
Saigon governm ent has 
been 
completely 
deflated. 
VV h e n 
Thich Tri Quang tried to revive 
it. he was left brooding with a 
mere handful of disciples 
in a 
public square appearance that 
was blown up iii some erroneous 
reports as a “ th reat” to the new- 
government. The Buddhists, say 
Judd, actually constituted on­ 
ly thirty-five per cent of 
the 
South Vietnam ese people —and 
the m ilitant Thich Tri Quang 
sect is only a tiny minority of a 
minority. 
3. The economic situation in 
South Vietnam is improving, not 
worsening. The black m arket, 
which exists, is not as bad as it 
was in Korea in 1953. 
4. The story that we have 
been fighting a “ hopeless w ar” 
for five years is based 
on a 
complete m isunderstanding 
of 
events. Actually, says Judd, we 
have been actively fighting 
in 
South Vietnam for only 
o n e 
year. When we began in Viet­ 
nam we had only one 
deep- 
water harbor, and the average 
ship “ turn around” time 
was 
sixty-five days. Now we 
have 
six good harbors, with a three- 
to-seven-day turn around. 
5. The Viet Cong haven’t won 
a m ajor operation 
in 
a year. 
We are capturing three or four 
of their weapons to every one 
of ours that 
falls 
into 
their 
hands. The Viet Cong ratio of 
manpower 
losses 
to 
replace­ 
ments is alm ost two to one. 
with fourteen-year-old kids dra­ 
gooned to fill the decim ated 
ranks. 
6. North Vietnamese 
troops 
captured in South Vietnam show 
a great lack of resolve. They 
say they don’t expect 
to 
go 
home, ever. 
7. The morale in certain 
of 
the South Vietnam ese churches 
is so good that they are plan­ 
ning for the day when they can 
reopen their old church 
affil­ 
iates in the North. 
This is the Judd list of ho|R- 
fill portents. Against this, 
the 


sole hope of Ho Chi Minh 
is 
that the U.S. home front 
will 
disintegrate. It is tim e, 
says 
Judd, that the Am erican people 
were trusted with what the gov­ 
ernm ent knows about Vietnam 
"as the British were trusted by 
Churchill in their 
tou g h e s t 
trials.” And it is also time 
for 
Lyndon Johnson to stop harp­ 
ing on his willingness to nego­ 
tiate; 
"our 
zeal 
for peace” , 
Judd says, "reduces our chanc­ 
es of getting it.”

H ie committee voted for sub­ 
stantially larger monthly pay­ 
ments than the House as well as 
for bigger payroll taxes.

remove what they term coer­ 
cive

on welfare to 
work. 
The amendment to boost med­ 
icare 
payments 
to 
hospitals, 
sponsored by Sen. Jack Miller, 
It-Iowa, and adopted by voice 
vote, would make it possible to 
reimburse them on a per diem 
costs basis. 
Social Security administration 
experts said this would boost 
payments by $250 million a year 
since it would mean averaging 
of costs over all classes of pa­ 
tients. 
Elderly 
patients 
generally 
cost less than younger ones, 
they said, and up to now the ad­ 
ministration has insisted on lim ­ 
iting reimbursement closely to 


the costs for the specific old 
persons involved. 
Sen. Fred R. Harris, D-Okla., 
offered the amendment to re­ 
quire all states to put into effect 
by mid-1969 programs to pro­ 
vide welfare aid to families with 
dependent children and jobless 
fathers. It was adopted 39 to 36. 
Under present law states arc 
not required to include unem­ 
ployed fathers in welfare assist­ 
ance programs and only 22 do 
so. 
Harris said this meant many 
fathers were leaving their fami­ 
lies just to make them eligible 
for the Aid to Dependent Chil 
dren program. 
The cost of Harris’ amend­ 
ment was estimated at $60 mil­ 
lion in federal funds plus $30 
million to $35 million in state 
money. 


Three senators from the two 
largest states, Sens. Thomas ll. 
Kuchel, R-Calif., Jacob K. Jav- 
its, R-N.Y., and Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy, D-N.Y., failed in a bid to 
soften a cutback in federal med­ 
icaid funds written into both tho 
House and Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee bills. 
Medicaid covers health can­ 
tor medically indigent persons 
who are not on welfare but have 
incomes too low to cover their 
medical costs. It is separate 
from medicare. 
The three senators said tho 
proposed new restrictions would 
force either vast new expendi­ 
tures or sharp program cut 
backs in states which have tried. 
to help many low-income fam i­ 
lies through medicaid. But their 
amendment to loosen the curbs 
failed 47 to 25.
